he committee voted 21-8 to wnte 
he one-year extension into the om- 
ibus farm bill It will present .to 
he House.

Legislation Required 


Under existing law, the flexible 


system of price supports, ranging 
from 75 to 90 per cent of parity, 
goes into effect at the end of the 
1954 crop year. For an extension 
of the piesent 90 per cent of parity 
system, new legislation is required. 
• Benson has said he would rec- 
ommend a presidential veto of the 
high fixed price level. 


The committee's final vote came 


after several earlier testa on other 
price support proposals. First, the 
committee voted 15-14 to accept a 
proposal by Rep. Cooley (D-NC) 
for a three-year extension of the 
90 per cent high support program. 


Then it submitted for this an 


amendment by Rep. Belcher (R- 
Okla) which called for 90 per cent 
supports next year and then a 
gradual reduction by not more than 
5 per cent a year until it got 
down to 75 per cent of parity in 
1958. 


Loses In Final Vote 


. This was carried 15-14, but lost 
19-9 when a proposal was made 
to write it into the committee bill. 


A proposal by Rep. Abernethy 


(D-Miss) for. a permanent pro- 
gram of 90 per cent price supports 
on basic crops'lost by only one 
vote, 15-14 


Finally, the commute voted and 


adopted the amendment calling 
for a one«ycar extension. 


No reference was made to any 


price support legislation for the 
basic crops beyond 1955, but the 
committee will consider legislation 
later for supports for non-basic 
crops for 1955. The basic crops are 
wheat, corn, cotton, peanuts, rice 
and tobacco.

Detonator Fuses Explode? 
Blasts Heard for Miles 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn. W>—A trailer truck loaded with 19,000 


pounds of naval detonator fuses caught fire and blew up at a service 
station near here early today. The hundreds of explosions which fol- 
lowed were heard miles away. 


Heavy blasts continued for three 


hours after the midnight fire. 


No one was reported injured, al- 


though a crowd estimated at 1,500 
by a Hamilton County patrolman 
swarmed to the vicinity which was 
showered with metal pieces of the 
fuses. 


Police issued warnings to resi- 


dents of the suburban community 
of Tiftonia not to pick up unexplod- 
ed fuses. 
Some were found a 


quarter of a mile away. 


The truck driver, William Lay- 


ton, 28, of Richmond, Ky., said 
the load was being moved from 
Ui« naval amuiuUon depot at Ma- 


con. Ga., to the naval depot at 
Richmond. 
He said flames sud- 


denly enveloped the vehicle after 
several gallons of gasoline were 
pumped into the truck. 


Agents of the FBI and military 


intelligence personnel 
were re- 


ported investigating the incident. 


Traffic was being detoured be- 


cause of wreckage scattered over 
the highway and because hundreds 
of the fuses were 81,111 lying around. 


The service station was dam- 


aged heavily as were parked ve- 
hicles in the area and other build- 
ing*.

was a "necessary" witness. Mc- 
Carthy contended that Clifford had 
joined foices with Sen. Symington 
(D-Mo) to talk Secretary of the 
Army Stevens into making formal 
charges against McCarthy. 


Reject Motion

aside when Sen. Dirksen (R-I11) 
offered & substitute which would 
permit any principal in the con- 
trovcrsy to name a ptospcctrva 
witness and leave the decision to 
Jenkins as to whether to call him.

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Survey Says Illinois Farm 
Land Value Tops in Nation 


By L. H. SIMERL 
College of Agriculture 


University ol Illinois 


In cenrtal Illinois current mar- 


ket values for farms classed as 
"good" are around $450 to $500 
an acre. These prices compare 
with values of $275 to $325 for 
"good" farms In northern Indiana 
and Iowa. 


Acre Value Comparisons 


The average value of Illinois 


farm land in March was $214 an 
acre. Iowa land values rated sec- 
ond at $184 an acre. Ohio and In- 
diana followed at $174 and $172 
an acre, respectively. 


Three small eastern states re- 


ported higher farm real estate, val- 
ues than Illinois, but in those 
states values are set laigely by 
residential 
and 
other 
nonfarm 


uses. Average acre values re- 
ported for these three states were: 
New Jersey. $343; Connecticut, 
$271; and Rhode Island, $251. 


Average acre values of farm 


land in other states around Illinois 
were: Michigan. $118; Wisconsin, 
$99; Minnesota. $98; Missouri, $72; 
Kansas. $77; Nebraska, $70; and 
Kentucky, $91. 


All average acre values listed 


Include the value of both land and 
buildings. 


Value Changes 


Illinois 
land 
values 
declined 


about one percent from last No- 
vember to March and about five 
percent from March 1953 to March 
1954. 


The recent prices for Illinois land 


are seven per cent off the -peak 
reached in November 1952. but 165 
per cent higher than in 1940. 


Prices of good farms have held 


up better than prices for less pro- 
ductive land! In the best areas 
of the corn belt, good farms bring 
almost as much as they did a year 
ago. In these area farmers and 
investors have plenty of cash and 
credit to take the farms at ncai 
iccord 
prices. The 
market 
is 


much weaker in the fringe areas 
of,the com belt, in drouth areas 
nnd in parts of the southeast and 
mountain areas. 


Compared with one yar before, 


the March survey found prices of 
farm land off three per cent In 
Iowa, four per cent In Ohio and 
Michigan, five per cent in Illinois, 
Indiana, Wisconsin and 
Minne 


Fotn, and eight per cent in Miss 
ouri. For the counrty as a whole, 
farm land values declined six per 
cont. As might be expected, de 
dies were greater in the beef 
utates than in hog and 
dairy 


states. 


Sale* Volume 


Relatively few farms arc being 


offered for sale. In the cast north 
central states (Illinois, Wisconsin, 
Michigan. Indiana and Ohio), only 
28 out of each 1,000 farms were 
sold in voluntary transfers in the 
year ending with March. Thi.< 
number is only half as many as 
were sold at the peak of sales ac 
tivity in 1945-46. 


Transfers to settle estates a 


mounted to 13 farms per 1.000 


Forced sales (foreclosures and 
transfers to avoid 
foreclosures) 


involved only one farm in 1,000. 


Credit 


More purchasers used credit in 


buying farms in the year ending 
in March 1954 than in any other 
year since 1946. Only 29 per cent 
of the farms were bought for cash. 
The dollar volume of farm mortg- 
ages recorded in the fourth quarter 
of 1953 was greater than for any 
similar period on record.

USDA officials believe that prices 


of farm land will show a further 
decline by next fall. Their reas 
ons are acreage restrictions and 
expected lower prices for farm pro- 
ducts. However, some increase in 
demand for farms" has been noted 
since Januarv 1. 


Treated Poles 
Work Best in 
Farm Buildings 


URBANA—Testing the poles you 


use in a pole-type farm building 
will give you a long-lasting eco- 
nomical building. 


C. S. Walters, forestry depart- 


ment, and Deanne G. Carter, ag- 
ricultural engineer, both at the 
University of Illinois College of Ag- 
riculture, point out that you can 
keep costs down by cutting the 
poles out of your own woodland. 


But most native poles will limit 


a building's life to about 15 years. 
With treated commercial poles 
your building will likely last for 
30 years or more. 


Although you could lengthen the 


life of home-grown poles by treat- 
ment, it is generally not practical 
to try home-treat native poles be- 
cause of the sire of the container 
you'd need for the chemical. Bet- 
ter set untreated poles on a con- 
crete footing that extends above 
the ground level, Walters and Car- 
ter say. 


For most pole-type farm build- 


ings it's best to buy poles that 
have been pressure-treated 
full 


length according to the speciftea- 
tions.of the American Wood Preser- 
vers association. You can order 
them at your local lumber yard or 
•at a wood-treating plant.»

Get Pigs to 
Market Early 


URBANA —Hot. uncomfortable 


hogs in summer may need up to 
three times as much feed for each 
pound of gain as hogs that are kept 
cool and comfortable. 


A. H. Jensen, of the swin division 


at the University of Illinois college 
of agriculture, says plenty of clean 
water and shade will help keep 
your hogs "on the go" toward 
early markets during hot wea'ther. 


Provide enough waterers to give 


every pig an even break, Jensen 
suggests. Lots of fresh water will 
help hem withstand the high tem- 
peratures. Sanitary hog wallows 
and natural or temporary shade 
will also help pigs put on efficient 
gains. 


Self-feeding a balanced ration 


will insure the animals of getting 
all the protein, vitamins, minerals 
and salt they need to keep them 
gaining fast. An antibiotic growth 
stimulant may hasten their growth. 


Help the smaller pigs get ready 


for market by dividing your feeder 
pigs Into uniform weight groups. 
Jensen suggests. Keep a close 
watch for disease so that you can 
stop It right away. 


It's a good idea to have water, 


shade and feed close together to 
cut down the need for pigs to move 
around in the hot -sun. Also, don't 
overciowd and don't drive hogs 
unnecessarily.

URBANA—More than 2SO of the 


state's farm advisers and assis- 
tant advisers will attend the an- 
nual summer conference for Agri- 
cultural Extension Workers at the 
University of Illinois this week.

afternoon and continues through 
Friday noon. During the three 
days the advisers will review the 
latest research work being carried 
on by the Illinois Agricultural 
Experiment Station. Problems con 
nected with current extension ed- 
ucational programs will also be 
discussed.

ers will study the latest Informa- 
tion on insect pest control, animal 
and poultry diseases and improve- 
ments in meat-type hog production.

G. Kammlade. associate director 
of the Agricultural Extension Ser- 
vice, will outline the current oppor- 
tunities for improving the work of 
the Extension Service. 


Dairymen Cull 
Low Producers 


URBANA—Production and (e«d 


records helped dairymen enrolled 
in Illinois dairy herd improvement 
associations cull more than 9,000 
cows from their herds last year. 
The total number of cows culled 
waa 9,292. or about one-fifth of all 
cows tested. 


Leo R. Fryman, extension dairy 


specialist at the University of Illi- 
nois college of agriculture, says 
nearly half of this total, or 4.355 
cows, were low, inefficient pro- 
ducers. 


Of the other cows removed from 


the herds, about 20 per cent were 
culled because of disease and 18 
per cent were sold for dairy pur- 
poses. More than six per cent died 
during the year. 


DHIA records show that fewer 


cows were culled during the sum- 
mer pasture season than during 
any other season of the year. Only 
18 per cent were sold during June, 
July and August, Fryman says.

tual hatred between the drivers of 
the omnibuses and the unfortunate 
people who have to put up with 
iheir abusive conduct and subtle 
persecutions is the plain result of 
a long campaign. The generalize, 
the taxi-men, a rather superior set 
of citizens, despise the bus-men 
not only for their rotten road man-, 
ners but for their studied cruelty 
to the plain people on the streets. 
Memory goes back to a very hot 
summer when this hateful pack 
adopted 
a malicious 
slow-down 


which put millions of innocents to 
torture and probably some, of the 
weak 
ones to death 
as_ buses 


crawled along the curbs, and the 
victims suffered horribly. 
These 


were the plain people, the "little 
people" of .the New Deal's solici- 
tude. 


There is no class in the city 


more readily identified as enemies 
of the public and more deserving 
of public hostility than Quill's bus- 
men. This is a bad and. probably 
dangerous 
situation, created by 


no accidental development. 
The 


tendency has been persistent for 
years. Those persons who .remem- 
ber the extraordinary courtesy of 
the crews of the lod Fifth, avenue 
coaches fetch an occasional sigh 
for a by-gone era of plain decency 
between respectable human beings. 


In the Ciudad Trujillo near the 


central market one afternoon, I 
saw a rickety omnibus stop short 
in mid-block and saw the conduc- 
tor run excitedly back to a woman 
who was struggling under a mass 
of bundle and groceries and vege- 
tables. I thought, at first., he was 
going to attack her for some in- 
sulting shout or old grudge. I was 
astounded then to see him take 
most of her burden from her arms, 
carry all this freight up to the bus, 
put her and her stuff aboard and 
ring the bell. My driver, a genteel 
Mestizo 
named 
Domingo, 
said, 


Why not? The lady wished to ride 
the omnibus to her home and the 
conductor had a duty to be help- 
ful. 
His rather joyous zest in his 


work was a dividend. I would say, 
too, that the woman was no bell 
but a used-up female of domestic 
type and numerous years. 


The contrast between the man- 


ners of that colored bus conduc- 
tor toward a housewife tryinfT ta 
get home with the provisions in an 
island which we might patronize 
as naive, and the brutality com- 
mon to the conduct of Quill's men 
in New York does no honor to th« 
"democracy" which unionism likes 
to boast of. The fact is that the 
stronger our unions get in num- 
bers and financial and political 
power, the more brutal' they be- 
come toward the rest of the people 
and the more predatory against 
the whole countiy. 


I frankly expressed doubt a long 


time ago that we could maintain 
the remainder of our freedom from 
brutal dictatorial conduct unless 
we broke the power of the unions. 
That power is always used to the 
public detriment and never for the 
public benefit. 
Any government 


which flinches before it is failing. 
These are bad. dictatorships and 
should be smashed by law. The 
reforms must be written'>in both 
the nation and the state and, in 
some instances, such as' the pres- 
ent one, in the cities. Trujullo, the 
dictator, uses a power of .the same 
type that our country has placed 
in the hands of Quill, Reuther, 
Lewis and others, but invariably 
for the public benefit. 


A longshore strike would cripple 


the ports, cut down commerce and 
cost the country millions which it 
cannot afford to lose. -Even if 
the strike were proposed to re- 
dress some painful wrong against 
one, a dozen or all of the long- 
shoremen. Trujillo would 
prevent 


it simply because the result would 
work much greater harm to a 
much greater number. 
But few 


such American strikes are "pop- 
ular" strikes. Almost all are po- 
litical 
harassments dictated by 


privileged boss unioneers acting 
on their own initiative for their 
own purposes. 


This is a dictatorship'. 
Call it Fascism or not, dictator- 


ship is what it is and the results 
are harmrful and cruel and the 
people have the power to abolish 
them if they will. 
What's Right? 


Never tell a man how "lucky" 


he is, if instead you can compli- 
ment him on his foresight, wis- 
dom, know-how, or perseverance. 
No one likes to have the achieve- 
ments that come from hard work 
and ability labeled "luck" by oth- 


It i« better to credit yourself 
ith "luck" than to claim it for 
oihers.

Congress Eyes Proposal 
To Extend Jobless Pay List 


WASHINGTON IB—Another item 


of President Eisenhower's legisla-

NEW YORK <*>—There are signs 


that the laws of supply and de- 
mand are catching up with the 
natural gas industry, which has 
grown at a breath-taking pace in 
the last decade. 


As a result, there are indica- 


tions, in some parts of the coun- 
try that natural gas is losing; the 
price advantage it has held over 
competitive fuels. 


N. C. McGowen, president of 


United Gas Corp., the nation's 
largest natural gas company, says 
it is possible that natural gas is 
"pricing itself out of some mar- 
kets." 


In many areas, especially in 


the mid-Atlantic and northeastern 
states, natural gas is coming into 
direct price competition with oil 
and coal, according.to McGowen 


Must "Fight" 


Gardiner Symonds, president of 


the Tennessee Gas Transmission 
co.. one of the nation's largest 
pipeline opeiators, declares tha 
"the gas Industry will have to fight 
to keep its markets; its growth 
will have to come from growth o, 
the country and from competing 
fuels." 


A sharp upturn in coal and oi! 


prices after World War II had t 
lot to do with swinging other sec 
tions of the nation to natural gas 
from Texas and Louisiana. 


Temporary postwar shortages o: 


other fuels also spurred demand 
for gas, and the relatively smal 
natural gas output in the Middle 
West and the Appalachian area 
Jell behind local demands. The re 
suit was a big crop of transmission 
lines to draw on the gas fields of 
the Southwest. 


Demand Raise* Prices 


The 'constantly increasing o> 


mand for gas has raised prices 
at the well from around 5 cents a 
thousand cubic feet In 1943 to 
double that price, with some cur- 
rent contracts being written as 
high as 21 cents a thousand cubic 
feet. 


McGowen says, "the rising field 


prices are gradually forcing up- 
ward the price of gas to the ulti- 
mate consumer in many areas."

Hamel, 73-year-old widow and fam- 
ily matriarch of the Vouilly Cha- 
teau, which dates back to the llth 
century. During the first few crit- 


ical weeks of the Normandy cam- 
paign, 
Mine. Hamel's chateau 


served as press headquarters of 
the American First Army. 


It was a trying, dangerous and 


anxious time for everybody. A 
number of correspondents got hurt, 
a few got killed, and they all got 
scared. But nothing could shake 
the calm of Grandma Hamel, a 
white-haired, apple-checked wom- 
an, merry-faced but showing al- 
ways an air of inner strength. 


The correspondents slept and ate 


in tents in a nearby cow pasture. 
They wrote their stories, however, 
and fought the Army censors in 
two rooms ^vithtn the chateau. 


Every night Mmc. Hamel stood 


smiling: in the background as her 


son. Dumllly, who had been a pris- 
oner of the Germans for Uiree 
years, toured the work tables with 
glasses of milk and plates of cook- 
ies for the dusty correspondents. 
Einte Pyle became a favorite cus- 
tomer. 


As a group of us talked ^about 


going back to vi^it the cliatcau 
this .week, it was with a mixture 
of love and fear. For what if Mme. 
Hamel were gone, and new faces 
came to the door? Our trek back 
would have a lonesome ending. 


No need to worry. Grandmas 


like Mme. Hamel are all but death- 
less in Normandy. They have the 
lasting ^qualities of the old stone 
homes they dwell in. 


As we drove into the courtyard, 


she ran out and hugged us. I got 
a big kiss and so did Ivan H. Cy 
Peterman of the Philadelphia In- 
quirer and bearded Jack Thomp- 
son of the Chicago Tribune. 


After toasting the past In some 


of Mme. Hamel's fine young cal- 
vadoes—in the old days we used to 
call it the "breakfast of cham- 


pions—she told us the years had 
been kind to her. 


As we drove off, we fell silent. 


We knew that we were leaving a 
warmth behind that many of us 
would never get to me again. But 
we wcie Rlad we had made the 
journey back.

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Alderman Proposes Firing of 
Negroes to Prevent Segregation 


DALLAS, Tex. (JPi—An alderman 


of Dallas' Park Cities, fashionable 
municipalities s u r r o u n d e d by 
Greater Dallas, has suggested dis- 
missal of all Negro sen-ants with 
children in the area. 


Alderman C. K. Bullard said 


Monday night at a meeting of the 
Highland Park Town Council that 
his plan would insure no Negro stu- 
dents in the municipalities' schools 
in the next few years. 


Bullard brought up the question 


of segragtion—banned by a U.S. 
Supreme Court decision several 
days ago—after a private conver- 
sation he said he had with Mayor 
Roy C. Coffee of University Park 
and Franklin Spafford, president 
of the Dallas Bar Assn. and a 
trustee of the Dallas School Board. 


Bullard quoted Spafford as say- 


ing this was the last year the 
bulging Dallas independent school 
district could accept Negro chil- 
dren from the Park Cities. The $10 
monthly tuition for each of the 


Negio children has been paid by 
the Highland Park Independent 
School District. 


Alderman, discussing the situa- 


tion, agreed that there might be as 
many as 20 Negro students living 
in Highland Park among the popu- 
lation of approximately 11,400. 


The restricted area allows only 


Negroes who arc members of serv- 
ant families to live within its 
boundaries. They must live on the 
premises of people who hire them.

Leader, Dies 


SAN ANTONIO. Tox. </P»— Maury 


Maverick, champion of the under- 
dog:, enemy of gobblydegook and 
zealous Democrat,' is dead. 


The 58-year-old former New Deal 


congressman and stormy mayor of 
San Antonio died Monday ^fter 10 
days in a hospital for a heart, ail- 
ment. He left mourners on each 
side of every political fence. 


Sheriff Owen KI Id ay, whose 


brother Paul defeated Maverick 
for congress, said: "We were bit- 
ter political enemies but good per- 
sonal friends. He did an awful lot 
for San Antonio." 


.Maverick, whose friends said he 


never side-stepped a fight from the 
time he first went to congress in 
1934. until he died, coined the word 
"gobbledy-gook" in a letter to 
Franklin D. Roosevelt in which he 
blasted the involved phraseology of 
New Deal directives. 


Maverick was a descendant of 


trail blazers into the Old West and 
in his 58'years had packed expe 
rience as lawyer, hobo, business 
executive, congressman, 
political 


reformer, author, tax collector, 
mayor and leader of his faction of 
the Democratic party in Texas. 


He lost a bitter fight for recogni 


Uon at the 1952 Democratic con- 
vention in Chicago when the dele 
gation headed by Gov. Allan Shiv 
ers was seated. 'Maverick headed 
a "loyalist" faction sworn to sup 
port the DemocraticvnOminee. 


The squat, dynamic man said hi; 


career as a hobo may have formed 
the basis for organized relief which 
this country had during depression 
days. He roamed the hobo jungles 
in tattered clothes "to get to the 
root of unemployment" and took 
his finds and gave them to the na- 
tional government. 


He suggested establishment of 


camps for migrants, homes for 
juvenile delinquents and a broad 
based relief plan.

By nature, man is essentially a 


realist who prefers hard fact to 
between-the-lines interpretation, a 
skeptic who grows uneasy in the 
face of something' he can't imme- 
diately recognize or understand. 


Indirect, Coy 


By nature, woman is indirect, 


subtle, imaginative, escapist and 
coy. A woman is never more coy 
than when she has cooked a coy 
casserole. And all casseroles, I 
submit, are coy. They reflect the 
basic "tease" in women, the urge 
to attract by the mysterious, the 
tendency to persuade us that there 
is more to a dish (female or culi- 
nary) than meets the eye. 


If one things enough about it, 


one is tempted to philosophize on 
the connection between casseroles 
and the promise of a painted eye- 
brow arching up and away, or the 
scent of a subtle perfume or. even, 
a false undergarment. But perhaps 
we better not go into that.
